Tho Ohio Valley; Railway Compa- 
ny, formerly tho South Kentucky 
Railroad Company, chartered by an 
act of the General Asueuibly of the 
Commonwealth of. Kentucky, ap- 
proved lfjtli day of March 1871, and 
the aeveral amendments thereto, by 
order of lis Uoard of Directors, re- 
spectfully requests your honorable 
Coitrt (O (llbmlttrt Hi« iiuallflml »o. 
lera of what is known aa the Hop 
kiusvllle Magisterial Diatrict of 
Christian County, Kootucky, or Civil 
District No. 1 at an election to beheld 
under and In accordance with the 
act of ila incorporation, on a day to 
be designated by this Court, not more 
than sixty (CO) daya nor leu thau 
thirly (:)0) days from the dale that 
said election is ordered, the question 
whether or uot the said District shall 
subscribe one thousand (1,000) aharee 
of one hundred i loo. dollars each to 
the capital stock of the Ohio Valley 
Railway Company, on the following 
turuia and conditions to-wit : 

Condition ilrst: That no part of tho 
amount for said stock shall bo due or 
payable until acontiiiuoualiuo of rail- 
way, of a standard guage, aball be 
coustructed by said Ohio Valley 
Railway Company, from tbe town ot 
Princeton, Kentucky, to the limits of 
■ he city of llopkiuaville, Kentucky, 
nor until a train of cars shall be run 
over said railway, nor unless said 
railway Is constructed on or before 
tbe 1st day of January 1880, provided, 
however, that ir tho Ohio Valley 
Railway Company shall, in good 
faith, and within a reasonable time 
after a favorable vote ou Ibis propo- 
sition, begin the constructiou of its 
road and be prevented by atress of 
weather or any extraordinary hap- 
pening, from constructing the road 
within the time aforosaid, then the 
subaoripliou shall uot be, therefore, 
ou that account void, but a reasona- 
ble time shall bo extended in such an 
eveut beyond the date named, for the 
constructiou of said road aa atbro- 
aaid: 

Condition second : That tho Ohio 
Valley Railway Company shall un- 
dertake and bind Itself, on the pay- 
ment of the money for said Stock, or 
on tho delivery of the bonds as here- 
in after recited, to refund to the Uop- 
kinsville Drlstript tbe aniouut so 
paid ou the tape value of the bonds 
delivered iu payment of ita aubscrlp- 
i him. In the event the Louisville & 
Nashville Itailroad Co. or any succes- 
sor thereof shall obtain the possession 
and ownership of said Ohio Valley 
Railway Company, within twenty 
years from this date, provided, how- 
ever, that if the stock of tho Hopkins- 
viile District shall be voted or used 
for tho purpose of enabling said Lou- 
isville ft Nasbville Railroad Compa- 
ny to obtain the possession and own- 
ership of said Ohio Valley Railway 
Company, then this obligation on the 
part of the said Ohio Valley Railway 
Company shall cease aud determine. 

Condition tblrd : In tbe eveut a 
favorable vote Is bad on this propo- 
sition, the block is subscribed and 
paid for, tbe Ohio Valley Railway 
Company hereby agrees and binds 
itself to give as favorable rates, In 
proportion to the distance to the peo- 
ple and shippers of the llopkiuaville 
District aa It may give to any other 
point on Its lino between Ita termini 
and uot to make or permit to bo made 
any unjust dtecrltpinatlon in the mat- 
ter of rrelghts or passago agaiual tho 
peopleof or shippers of laid llopkins- 
ville District 

Condition fourth: That in pay- 
ment of the stock subaorlbod by said 
district, it shall issue and deiwsit 
with Ihrco trustees to bo named In 
the order submitting thla proposition 
bonds of said district for the sum of 
one hundred thousand ($100,000 00) 
dollars, with coupous attached for 
the interest, to be made payable to 
said Ohio Valley Railroad Company 
or bearer, due and payable twenty 
yeara after the date of their Issual. 
with the option on the part of the 
district to redeem the name at any- 
time after 5 years from their date, 
bearing interest at tho rate of six per 
cent per annum, payable semi-an- 
nually, both principle and interest 
payable at the banking house of 
La'.hain, Alexaudorft Co., In the City 
of New York. Said boode to be in 
denominations of not more than one 
thousand dollars, nor leas than one 
hundred dollars eaeh, which said 
bonds shall be held by the trustees, 
to be hereafter named in the order of 
the Court, In truet {o bo delivered and 
shall bo by them delivered to the (aid 
Ohio Valley tlailway Company, when 
said railway' shall' bsve been con- 
structed 08 mentioned 111 condition 
one of this proposition, and a train of 
cars run theroon, and within the time 
therein provided, provided, however, 
that any coupons falling due for In- 
terest on aa Id bonds before the eon- 
atruntlon of said road to Hopkins- 
ville as aforesaid, shall bo by said 
trustees detached, marked cancelled 
and returned to the County Court of 
Christian county.

require a rate of only 30 cents. The 
natural and steady incroase In prop- 
erty valuation would create a sink- 
ing fund large enough to gradually 
call in the bonds after two or three 
years. It Is furthermore sare to aay 
that in four years time tho city school 
bonds ($9,500) and the county rail- 
road bonds ((140,000) will be paid off 
aud the tax stopped. Roth city and 
county are In a good fix and there 
never will be a more opportune time 
to build another railroad.

Jonei, 
one of tho witnossvs, testified that he 
had obtained a large numberof drinks 
in the house, but tried hard to evado 
the questions as to whether lie had 
paid for them. At last, though, be 
reluctantly admitted that* ho had 
bought the whisky. 

The next case came up Wedueaday, 
the warraut beiug laken out against 
Jackaon Tate, of the firm of Auder- 
aon & Tale, upon tlio statement ol 
Grundy Duliu, col., that he had 
bought whisky from Tate. The wit- 
nesses iu the case were Grundy Duliu 
and Joe Esrl, both colored. Duliu 
attempted to retract what he had 
previoualy told the Cily Attorney, 
but Mr. Ferguson finally got him to 
admit that he had gotten whisky 
from Tate for Joe Karl, which liquor 
he uudentood had been ordered 
especially for Earl by Mr. Tate. Earl 
waa then put on the atand and testi- 
fied that he had needed lome whisky 
for bla wife and aa be couldn't get it 
at tho drug alorei on account of 
"probation" he went lo Mr. Tate 
aud borrowed $5 from him and had 
him to tako tho money and order 2>i 
gallona of whiaky for him. The 
whlaky came aud Mr. Tate retained 
poiaenlon of It to secure tho pay- 
ment of the loan and be, Earl, bad 
hi. bottle flllod and paid 50 cents at a 
time on the loan aa he got the whisky. 
Ho uaed hair a pint for hla wife and 
used some more in making blackberry 
cordial, but declined to say what ho 
had done with tho balance. Col. 
Clark reprciented Mr. Tate audaiked 
thediamiiial of the charge against 
hla client upon Iho ground that he 
had neither "»old, loaued nor barter- 
ed" Hquor.Tlie Court, howover, look a 
different view of the matter and de- 
cided that It was a case of indirect 
selling .n. .1 attested s flue of $50 aud 
cost.. 

Tho flues In these three caici arc 
the first to bo assessed In tlie county. 
Ouo other case, with seven counti, 
camo tip againat a young man named 
Luttrell, of South Christian, lome 
lime ago, but he forfeited hie ball 
bond and hai never been tried. Of tlie 
three fines astoased tho Attorney gets 
$15 In each csio. They are t he sraall- 
eit that could bo assessed uuder the 
a\v,tlie in ml in nni fur the first offense 
being »J.M>. Tho punishment for 
subsequent convictions of Iho same 
parties will be not loss than $100 fine 
and "JO dayi lu jail, nor more than 
$500 aud HO daya in jail for each of- 
fenio. Judge Brother and Mr. For- 
guaou are both determined to enforce 
tlio law aud County Judgo Wlnfrco 
aud both of the local jutllcci and 
County Attorney Payne alio ilaud 
ready to do the aame, and as the 
Grand Jury and circuit court will 
meet in two or tbroo weeks, the 
chanoea are that few if any vlolatora 
will escape u ii icathed much longer 
from the crou fire of all theae tribu- 
nals.

We 
need two ruaih uow |utt ai badly aa 
we needed ono twenty yeara ago, be- 
cause we have a town Ihrco llniea aa 
large and ten times as much produce 
and merchandise lo liaudlo. And tho 
bringing iu ofauothor lino of rail- 
way will double the btiaiueis of the 
cily wUbla three years lime. The 
Louisville & Nashville road used not 
feci antagonized because our people 
want another roud. If ouo lino ia a 
good tiling two lines will be a better 
thing. If one road can troble a town 
in ten years, two roada ought to doub- 
le it in fivo years. Willi the advan- 
tages ollcred by two competing Hues 
of railway, we ought to build up an 
important city and establish msnu- 
facloriei that would euablo a single 
railroad to make more money out of 
half our business than it can now 
make out of all of it. We bellevcthis 
can and will be done. At any 
ratoour peoplo are determined to 
have another railroad. With the 
butt and kindest fcelinga towards tlio 
road wo now have, wo at the same 
time will offer every Inducement to 
other roada to coma to us ; jutt as we 
would invite and encourage bii.inei. 
enterprises to e.tabli.h thomielves in 
our city, although they would come 
aa competitors to those already her 
It i. not unfriendllnea. lo the L. & N. 
that indues, us to vote for the O. V. 
proposition. We gave It twice as 
mucli as the O. V. asks, when it could 
not have built its road without piss 
ing through the county, and tho city 
gave it $25,000 more to bring Ita line 
ihrough the city when it had readied 
the auburbs and could not hare kept 
out without tunneling tlie bill east of 
town or running an expousive lino 
around il. If we could give ouo road 
$225,000 to come Into the city on the 
out, we ought not to be accused of 
unfairiieai when wo prnpoao to five 
another road $100,000 to enter 
the city from tlie weat and glvo tlie 
people in theweatern half of tho coun- 
ty the same railroad advantages en- 
joyed by those in tlie east.

All of it will be paid 
boforo the bonds fall due and we will 
have tho road paid for, witli all the 
benefits it has brought us in the past 
and all it will bring to ui lu the yean 
to come. There were thoie who op- 
posed the railroad tax in 1808 and 
later on opposed the public lehool 
debt I u 1871), but I bey have lived to 
aeo the folly of their courao and if 
they live a few yeara longer they will 
aeo both debts paid off with eaae, and 
without the Ica.t oppro.alon to the 
laxpayen. Durability to aaaume tlie 
new debt of $100,000 i. greater than 
was our capacity to pledge the pay- 
ment of oue twice aa large twenty 
yean ago aud the natural Increase of 
our property will pay the debt, Inter- 
est and priuolple, In teu yean.

The Eailroad Map- 

An examination of tho map of tho 
Ohio Valley Railroad aysleiu given 
in a recent Issue of the South Kkn- 
tuckian will show the importance of 
its comploted aud projected connec- 
tions to Hupkinsvillo. Beginning at 
Henderson it connects with Iho Pe- 
oria, Decatur* Evauaville, the Louii- 
ville, Evantville & St. Louia, and the

Tho Ohio Valley railroad 
iu in const ruction .0 far 1. equal to 
the bett of tho oldctt of tbeto roada. 
It ia a broad guage, aleel rail route, 
aud ia pursuing its work ou the same 
high line of construction. Reaching 
Da Koven it project! an arm to El 
Doradd, whereitwill connect with the 
Ohlo& Miisissippi and the St. Louis 
& Terre Haute railroads, and with 
the great systema of the Soulhweat. 
It ia making awlfl itrldei to Prince- 
ton, whero It will connect with tho 
great Newport News & Mississippi 
Valloy railroad, or aa it ia better 
known here tho Chesapeake & Ohio 
Railroad, one of iho strongest syitem 
iu the Union. It haa a charter for a 
railroad to Columbua aud ita exten- 
sions to Cadiz will put Hopkinaville 
tweuty milea ucarer to that long de 
sired point. It ii utterly prepo.tcrou. 
to compare any projected paper rail 
road to that point, which ha. not so 
much as a charter to rest upon, with 
tho Ohio Valley plan, which has a 
charier to Columbus already.
